FOREST PARK PAGODA 
FALLS IN LIGHT WIND 


Structure in Which Band Con-. 
certs Were Held Was Erecte.. 


40 Years Ago. 


The old pagoda and band stand which 
for # years has stood on an islet in 
a lake opposite the De Baliviere avenue 
entrance to Forest Park; collapsed in a 
slight wind at 6 o’clock Wednesday 
morning.

if Boilermakers Are Orderly U 
S. Court’ Will Not Punish 
East St. Louisan. 


Thomas H. Woods, the 2i-year-old 
president of the,Boilermakers’ Union in 
East St. Louis, practically is a hostage 
to the Federal Court for the good be- 
havior of the striking members of the 
union. 

In a decision handed down Tuesday 
afternoon, in the United States District 
Court of East St. Louis, Judge Wright 
suspended sentence indefinitely against 
Woods on a contempt charge for vio- 
lating an injunction against the strikers, 
and put him “as it were, upon parole,’ 
dependent upon the orderliness of the 
other strikers. 

“Tf they behave I will never punish 
this man,” he said, “but if I have to 
pass upon the case again I don’t know 
what I will do.” 

Woods said Wednesday at his home, 
612 North Twenty-third street in East 
St. Louis, that he regarded Judge 
Wright as an eminently fair man. 

Says He Cannot Control Men. 

“IT think hé gave us a square deal,”’ 
Woods added, “but I do not understand 
his decision with regard to me. It 
seems to me unreasonable, after I have 
cautioned the men from the very first 
against disorder, and in view of the 
fact that I am never at the union head- 
quarters nor at the [Illinois Central 
shops, to hold me responsible for the 
conduct of the other men. I have no 
further control over them. I hardly 
ever see them.” 

Woods has been president of the union, 
which has 6 members, nearly a year, 
and prior to that was secretary and 
treasurer two years. He became a 
boilermaker apprentice when he was 
to agupport his widowed 
mother. 

A warrant was issued for Woods’ ar- 


rest a week ago on the ground that he 


had induced strike breakers working in 
the Illinois Central shops to leave them. 
He was out. of town, but returned to 
sive himself up. The case was tried 
Tuesday. There are about five hundred 
union men striking from the Illinois 
Caontral shops. \ 

After declaring that Woods was tech- 
nically guilty of violating the injune- 
tion against interfering with the non- 
union shopmen, Judge Woods went on 
to say: 

I know there is a class of people 
in this country that does not want 
to have any courts. They denounce 
it, belittle it—these processes of the 
courts. I say the injunction was 
properly issued.

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Well Known Socialist Author 
Takes Poison When Wife Re- 
fuses to Live With Him.

FRIEND OF AFFINITY EARLE 


Mrs. Durland Was Miss Gene- 
, vieve Greville,. Writer, and 
Formerly Wife of Actor 
Robert Haines. 


BOSTON, Nov. 2.—H. Kellogg 
Durland, Socialist, reformer, lecturer, 
author, best man at the wedding of J. 
G. Phelps Stokes and Rose Pastor, an in- 
timate friend of Upton Sinclair and Af- 
finity Harle, killed himself by taking 
cyanide of potassium in the midnight 
New York train in the South Station 
Saturday, when his wife told him they 
coulé no longer live together. The sui- 


iSe!cide was guarded with the strictest 


secrecy, and did not become known until 


*llast night. 


The Durlands were planning to sepa- 
tate. Mrs, Durland came to Boston last 


* week. A few days later Kellogg fol- 


jowed her, but did not succeed in locat- 
ing his wife until she was on a train 
about to start back to New York. 

At the moment it did not occur to her 
that Durland was swallowing poison. 
immediately after taking the poison 
Durland asked his wife for a drink of 
water. Then he collapsed. He was tak- 
en to the Relief Hospital, were he was 
pronounced dead upon his arrival. 

A post-mortem examination conducted 
by Medical Examiner Magrath Sunday 
did not satisfy the Coroner,~so he sent 
the contents of the stomach to a chem- 
ist for an analysis. Yesterday the chem- 
ist found cyanide of potassium in the 
stomach. 


He Dreaded the ration. 
Durland was despondent. He dreaded 


the separation from his wife and had 
written to his friends telling them of his 
gtief and his desire to die. 

Duriand was 30 years of age. He was 
the son of J. H. Duriand of New York 
and was born in that city. He was edu- 
cated at Harvard, the University of 


} Edinburgh and the High School of So- 


cial Studies at Paris, and then devoted 
himself to the investigation of industria! 
abuses. 

Mrs. Durland was Miss Genevieve 
Greville, a writer, formerly the wife of 
Robert T. Haines the actor. She was 
the author of “Hearts Aflame,” which 
ran at the Bijou Theater, New York, 
and of another drama, which was not 
successful. She also collaborated with 
Durland in a sketch entitled “Buchanan 
of the Times.” | 
During the summer the Durlands rent- 
ed and occupied the home of Ferdinand 
Pinney Earle, in Monroe, N. Y. 

The nature of the trouble between 
the couple was unknown to their 
friends. But on Nov. 7 Mrs. Duriland 
had had her husband served with di- 
vorce papers. He was doing some work 
here for a Boston paper. 


Came to Boston to Say Good- 
It is understood that Mrs. Dur and 


informed him that she was about to 
sail for London, and that her purpose 
in this city last week was to wind up 
their affaizs and say good-by. 

Few w ever more sincere and thor- 
ough in their investigation than was 
Durland. To study mining conditions 
he worked for fotr months as a miner 
in Scotland. He studied emigration as 
a disguised emigrant. During the revo- 
lutionary movement in Russia in 1905 
he made investigations and was arrest- 
ed with his friends, Mr. and Mrs. E. 5. 
Walling. 

Among his best known works are 
“The Red Reign,” “Among: the Fife 
Miners” and “Lone Stories of Living.” 
He was a regular magazine contributor.

Writes Letter to Companion of 
Gay Days Saying ‘‘Wages of 
Sin Is Death. 


GIVES AWAY HIS. EFFECTS 


Personal Trinkets Go .to Jail 
Guards——Clears His. Cell of 
All Worldly Things. 


RICHMOND, Va., Nov. 22.—Crest- 
fallen, hopeless, all his jauntiness and 
boyishness swept away by the knowl- 
edge that he must die next Friday 
morning, Henry Clay Beattis Jr. has 
paused tn his prayers long enough to 
write a letter to his former chum, his 
boon companion on his escapades. in 
the tenderloin. quarters of Richmond, 
and Norfolk, “Billy” Sampson, who, as 
a witness on Beattie’s behalf announced 
that both he and Henry “had gone the 
pace, but hadn't broken the speed 
limit.”’ 

Totally unlike the flippant notes the 
young fellows used to exchange in 
other days was this letter that Beattie 
sent from the death house to the youth 
who was his closest friend. The letter 
is all expressive of the serious, religious 
turn that "Beattie has taken in the face 
of death. In it, he does not confess the 
murder of his wife, but an intimate 
friend of the Beattie family declared 
that this corfimunication contained the 
following paragraph: . 

“The Biblical quotation is all true, 
Billy, that says that the ‘wages of sin 
is death.’ ”’ 


Asks Him to Live Seriously. 
Beattie calls attention to his own 


ghastly position in the death house 
with ignominious death confronting him, 
and exhorts the debonair and gay 
Billy Sampson to think more seriously 
of the right way of living. 

Sampson has left the city and has 
mads no attempt to visit Beattie since 
the latter was transferred from he 
city prison to the’ State penitentiary 
and placed in cell No. 1 of the death 
house, nor would he have been allowed 
to. see Beattie, for save for his family, 
his lawyers and two spiritual advisers, 
Supt. Woods has decreed that none 
other may go to Beattie in his death 
cell. 

Since Beattie’s conviction there has 
been no communication between him 
and Buelah Binford. The young woman 
has made no effort to get permission to 
make him a farewell visit and it is 
doubtful if Beattie would listen to any 
request of that nature which she might 
proffer. ' 

From slenderness Beattie’s body has 
faded to skin and bones. His large 
eyes have grown larger and brighter 
and more nervous in a face grown 
deathlike in pallor and the pallid cheek 
is made the whiter by the sprouting of 
his beard. For weeks he has not been 
allowed the service of a prison barber, 
lest he kill himself rather than to be 
put to death by the authorities of the 
State.

first-class business men who by industry 
and good judgment had acquired wealth 
and yet, suv. far as I know and @s I fully 
believe, they made good bargains such 
as I have already described, and their 
customers lived to speak their praise. 
It is true many men pride themselves 
on living by their wits and they do not 
hesitate to take advantage of other 
men’s lack of wits and experience. I 
may be an optimist, in fact I'think I 
am, and I have no Ssymapthy with un- 
qualified pessimistic statements, such as 
some preachers like to make.” 


REV. GEORGE R. DODSON, Charch 
of the Unity: I agree with the views 
expressed by the business men of 8t. 
Louis on this matter during the last 
several days. Such a statement as that 
made by the Rev. Mr. Campbell appears 
absolutely ‘ridiculous to me. He: cer- 
tainly takes a curious view of competi- 
tion. He seems to assume that compe- 
tition means tricking and taking unfair 
advantage. 

To my mind real competition means 
offering better goods and better service 
for less money. The men who can de- 
vise new and better methods of serving 
the public get the business. and théy de- 
serve it. The fact that an individual 
may here and there gain temporary ad- 
vantage over a competitor by dishonest 
methods proves nothing, as he is in the 
vast minority. Looking at business as a 
whole, it appears to me to be growing 
less and less of a fight and more and 
more of a great constructive enterprise. 


The really great typical successes are 
éxamples and results of constructive 
achievement, of organization and of the 
multiplication of" conveniences. It is 
these things the public pays for. The 
‘sentiment of business honor fs steadily 
rising. The factor of credit enters into 
at least 95 per cent of all bfsiness, and 
credit rests on trustworthiness alone. 

It is only because most men tell fhe 
truth most of the fime that it .\some- 
times pays men to tell a lie. It is be- 
cause most men are honest all the time 
that a miserable swindler can sometimes 
succeed for a short time. These indict- 
ments against business and civilization 
are often nothing more than generaliza- 
tions drawn from an individual or iso- 
lated case. Because one man may, by 
manipulating stocks, make a fortune, it 
does not follow that all men make their 
money that way. While there are ex- 
ceptions, yet most men who have suc- 
ceeded deserved their success. The suc- 
cess is easy for the public'to see when 
it has been achieved, but what the public 
does not see is the years of labor and 
experiment that have led up to that 
final success,

ST. LOUIS, Nov. 22. 
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Speculation in wheat died out com- 
pletely in the local market Wednesday, 
when for long periods at'a time no sales 
were recorded. The price range was un- 
certain after an early decline. 

The day’s news was bearish. North- 
western receipts were unusually heavy, 
Winnipeg rolling up 788 cars, against 
410 Jast year. Minneapolis received 298, 
against 368 last week and only 181 last 
year. Duluth had 158 against 174 last 
year and 323 two years ago, and Min- 
neapolis wheat stocks increased 326,000 
bu in four days, compared with only 10,- 
000 bu.last year. An estimate by the 
International Institute at Rome placed 
the year’s world wheat crop at 3,636,- 
733,000 pu. 

Argentine news also favored the sell- 
—* the official cable reporting prices 

asy on favorable weather. A _ semi- 
official estimate’on that country’s ex- 
portable surplus placed it at 115,000,000 
bu. 

Foreign markets were irregular and 
lower. The official Liverpool cable said: 

“The effect of the weaker American 
cables yesterday was offset here at the 
opening by firmer Plate and Manitoba 
offers, and values were %d higher to 4d 
lower, with somie pressure in the distant 
north. Following the opening there was 
a further advance of %d on improved 
cargo demands, less favorable reports 
from Australia, and private reports of 
heavy marketings in America, resulting 
in lighter farmers’ holdings. 

“Later realizing developed, and prices 
lost the advance with the undertone 
easy. Selling was due to the lower 
Buenos Ayres close and continued favor- 
able weather in Argentine. 

‘Corn opened %d higher, and further 
advanced %d with the tone steady. Buy- 
ing was influenced by the improved de- 
mand for Danubian cargoes and the 
poor grading of arrivals at Chicago.”’ 

Liverpool wheat futures closed %d to 
144d lower, corn, 4d higher. Paris wheat 
Mc to e lower, flour, %c up to 40 
down. Antwerp wheat %c lower. Buda- 
pest, holding. 

Local wheat receipts today were 40; 
907 bu,.-or 581 sacks. 26 cars local, 10 
through. Last year 59,400 bu, or 44 cars 
local, 10 through. Corn receipts, 61,200 
bu, or 4 cars local, 5 through; last year, 
57.600 bu, or 36 cars local, 12 through. 
Oats receipts 39,100 bu, or 18 cars local, 
5 through; last year, 66,300 bu, or 31 cars 
local, 8 through. 

Total primary wheat receipts today 
were 665,094 bu, against 695,100 bu last 
year. Shipments 560,635 bu, against 556,- 
000 bu last year. 

Corn was. steady with an upward 
trend, despite clear weather and fair re- 
ceipts. Reports of poor grading from 
Chicago made futures firm there. The 
total primary receipts showed 564,712 bu, 
against 622,100 bu last year, and ship- 
ments 351,199 bu, against 307,220 bu last 
year. In the late’ trade good speculative 
absorption lifted prices over Ic - bushel 
and closed them at the hi point.

Mrs. Elizabeth M. Millett, Ac- 
cused of Nagging, So Testi- 
fies in Divorce Suit. 


SUGGESTED CHEAPER HOSE 


Admits She Objected to Visit of 
One of Husband’s Friends 
Who Walked Floor. 


Mrs. Elizabeth M. Millett. testifiying 
in Judge Kinsey’s court in the divorce 
suit brought by her husband, F. E. 
Millett, denied that she had nagged him 
and censured him for everything he 
did. 

“I never nagged him,” she said in 
response to a question by the Court. 
“I loved him ver: much and would 
have given my very life for him. He 
had his way about everything.” 


The wife was asked if she had com- 
plained when her husband made her 
a present of a $1.8 pair of silk stock- 
‘ings, as he testified. She explained 
that the stockings did not fit, but that 
she wore them anyhow. “I did say to 
him, ‘Dear. you should have got me 
three pair for 50 cents each,’ but I 
was not complaining.”’ 

Tells of Chance to Win $12,000. 

Millett, on the stand, told how his 
wife had interfered with his making in- 
vestment in U. 8. Steel stock in 1903, 
thereby preventing him from winning 
about $12,000. Mrs. Millett told the Court 
she had no recollection of this. She 
said that one time he did invest about 
$1500 in Erie stock at $60, and that it 
went down to $19. It was against her 
afivice he did this, she said. 

Mrs. Millett denied her husband’s 
charge that she had censured him for 
buying magazines and reading them. 
She said he had all the magazines he 
wished, and, besides, about 200 books 
in his library. She also denied that 
she objected to his entertaining friends 
in their home. She admitted that one 
time she did object when he brought 
a Mr. Levy to the house to spend the 
night. 

“This man,” she said, “had been hav- 
ing trouble with his wife, and he walked 
the floor all night and kept me awake. 
I asked my husband not to bring him 
back again.” 

The Milletts were married June 23, 
1897, and separated April 10, 1910. They 
lived in Ottawa at the tithe of the sep- 
aration, Millett being president of the 
Prudential Insurance Co, there. He re- 
signed and went to New York to look 
for another position, leaving his wife 
in Ottawa. Mrs. Millett testified that 
when he left there was no intimation he 
would hot return to her. A letter, dat- 
ed April 14, received by Mrs. Millett 
from her husband, was introduced in 
evidence. It was: “Dear Maud: Not 
coming back. Sell anything and every- 
thing you wish.”’
